Has Wide Range of Subjects. \ 

The Czar Alexander on horseback, a model 
for the vast monument in St. Petersburg; 
the shivering. new-born colt; the aged 

Tolstol, grand and bearded: Russian dancers 
lithe and graceful in their rhythmic poses; 
the artist's own wife daintily gathering up 
her skirts—all these ond others tingle yéth 
life. 

There is nothing profound or mysterious 
about it; it is all there at the frst glance. 
Not poetry, but very spirited prose. - 

The Chicago artists’ exhibition seems to 
me stronger than usual in sculpture and 
weaker than usual in pictures. Leonard 
Crunelie’s “‘ Hixon Memorial.“ intended, I 
believe, for a cemetery, is a heroic and monu- 
mental group which achieves a certain gran- 
deur by its simplicity and dignity. The sub- 
ject ia a seated figure of a woman enfolding 
a little girl and boy at her right and left 
hand, the group being placed against a 
granite slab. I could wish for fewer folds 
in the drapery, especially at the women's 
throat; but in spite of poesible defects, this 
is one of the most beautiful works of sculp- 
ture ever executed in Chicago. 


Korbel’s Monumental Angel. 

One cannot feel s0 much respect for J. 
Mario Korbel's monumental angel. Some- 
how the fails of angelic quality, seems 
rather a soulful modern lady with wings. 
Lorado Taft's big figure of Admiral Porter 
for the Vicksburg naval monument seems a 
soljd and serious citizen, but much too large 
for this room; th his proper. place he may 
be convincing. The same sculptor’s Bloom- 
ington fountain with its Indian children at 
play ie a Beautiful thing: and the Iroquois 
memorial tablet e a tender and graceful 
treatment of the subject. 


“Donatello” Well Modeled. 

Nellie V. Walkers ‘“‘ Young Donatello” ts 
a firm, vigorous, beautifully modeled figure 
of the sculptor in his working garments, the 
face expressive of an artist's wistfulness. 
And The Spring,“ by Agnes V. Fromen, ts 
a charming little thing in grayish marble 
a nude boy lying down to drink under an 
overhanging rock. This is to be used for 
one of the drinking fountains in the institute. 
In Helen B. Parkinson's group. Hagar, 
the Egyptian,” the figure of the prostrate 
and fainting Ishmael} is of exquisite beauty 
and tenderness. Unfortunately, the Hagar 
is less successful, the effect of the: group 
béing ruined by her straight, outstretched 
arm. The sculptor, it is said, was not re- 
sponsible; being obliged to go south for her 
health; she permitted another hand to com- 
plete the work. 


Three Portraits Distirctive. 
In the picture galleries three portraits are 
perhaps the most distinguished things on 
the walls. These are The Old Man,“ by 
Wiliam P. Henderson; the Portrait of a 
Dilettante,“ by Walter Dean Goldbeck, and 
the **Portrait of Miss L. & Silver,” by Cecil 
Clark Davis. Only the first of these three 
is well hung; the Second is cornered where 
réfiections make its beauty almost invisible, 
and the third is skied.

NEGRO TELLS THE STORY.

Declares He Was Directed to Pre- 
vent Instruction of Dele- 
gates in Georgia. 


IBT A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 31.—[Special. }— 
There has been à clash between President 
Taft and Postmaster General ‘Hitchcock, ac- 
cording to a report current here tonight, 
over the instruction of southern delegates 
for the renomination of the president. 

Mr. Hitchcock i# tm control of the Re- 
publican situation in the south, but, accord- 
ing to the charges, is exerting himself to 
prevent the instruction of Taft delegates. 

Henry Lincoln Johnson, a negro, is recorder 
of deeds of the District of Columbia and a 
Republiean leader in Georgia. According to 
the story, Hitchcock directed Johnson to at- 
tend the meeting of the Georgia state Com- 
mittee and prevent the adoption of a resolu- 
tion indorsing any one. 


Johngon was a member of the Hitchcock 
combination of 1908 and holds his present 
job as a reward for faithful execution of 
orders from Hitchcock, which incidentally 
resulted in his voting for the nomination 
of Taft in the national convention, which he 
attended as a delegate atiarge from Georgia. 

In this case, however, Johnson either acted 
independently or he was unable to carry out 
instructions. The committee adopted a reso- 
lution for Taft 

When Johnson returned to Washington 
he soon learned that he had incurred the 
wrath of Hitchcock. He hastened to the 
White House office building and demanded 
to be taken at once to Private Secretary 
Hilles and the president. 

What he wanted was protection from the 
far reaching, powerful hand of the postmast- 
er general and the undemonstrative, but, as 
he knew, intense, anger of that official. he 
told Hilles and the president how Hitchcock 
had instructed him to prevent any indorse- 
ment of Taft by the Georgia committee and 
had cast him off because of his failure to 
obey. : 

Aware of Johnszon’s Visit. 

This happened almost immediately before 
Mr. Hitchcock announced his recommenda- 
tion of government ownership. No one here 
doubts that Hitchcock knew Johnson went 
immediately to the White House. 

President Taft has been holding confer- 
ences with negro federal office holders in 
Washington and summoning other leading 
negroes here. One result of the affair is 
that Recorder Johnson has gone back to 
Georgia, this time as the representative of 
President Taft, and is laboring there to see 
that the Republican state convention, which 
meets on Feb. 14, instructs for Taft.

THE MEN WHO MAKE LAWS. 

It is not an easy task to sit down io 
judgment on nearly 200 men and hold them 
accountable for the acts of a period during 
which their first concern was to serve them- 
selves, their state, or a number of amiable 
corporations and their second concera to 
leave as incomplete and baffling a record 
as possible of their service. 

This is what the Legislative Voters’ 
| league endeavors to do. It cannot use the 
plain language of an indictment by a grand 
jury and yet it must try to report to the 
various legislative constituencies of the 
state the behavior of the men chosen 0 
represent them in the general assembly. 

Occasionally a man is given credit for an 
act which in effect was one of public serv- 
ice and in motive was one of political ex- 
pediency. It is difficult to fix absolute stand- 
ards by which men may be judged, difficult 
to follow them through the intricacies of 
legislative stratagem, and difficult to ap- 
praise them even by their works. 

The Legislative Voters’ league has estab- 
lished itself as one of the effective checks 
against the general assembly, one which 
the legislators respect to a much greater 
extent than they will admit, and one which 
the voters will come to depend upon in- 


creasingly as the years of its service grow 


in number, 

The report for this year, now issued with 
regard to senators whose terms expire ane 
to representatives, is a frank, honest, pains- 
taking attempt, to present tq voters the 
character and record of the men who make 
laws for them. 

The report has gained in readability as it 
has been made colloquial. It has been 
written to resemble ln a way the report 
which a shrewd and well informed observer 
might bring home to his neighbors to show 
them what war being done by the men 
they had sent to Springfield.

WHY FLOWERS DIE. 


HEN a woman has bought a nice 
fern in a pot of yood, black dirt, 
- she wants to have it lire. She 
places it in her sitting room and 
takes pride in its care. Preseut - 
ly she is distressed to find it dying. In 
her engerness she may visit a florist: to 
discover how he succeeds in keeping his 
plants alive while she fails. 
If she goes to,his greenhouse she wil] 
find the temperature around 70, the humid- 
ity around 90; the ground fairly moist, and 
the plants getting some sunlight every 
bright day. When she goes back she finds 
that her plant is in air which is at 80 de- 
grees, with a humidity of 20, and maybe 
sunlight does not strike ii. If she modi- 
fies the conditions under which her plant 
is, it will live; otherwise it will not. 
can bring the temperature as low as 70 
degrees. She cangot bring the humidity 
up to 90, but she can to 40 or 50, and she 
can give her fern some sunlight on days 
when the sun is shining.

MPEROR FRANCIS JosEkPH's ac- 
tion in summoning Marquis John 
Pallavicini from his post as Austrian 
ambassador at Constantinople. to as- 
sume temporarily the office of foreign 

minister, in the place of Count von Aehren- 
thal, who has become fo seriously il] as to be 
no longer able to attend to his duties, may 
be taken as an indication that the venerable 
monarch is determined to give no satisfac- 
tion to the antl-Itallan party, at his court, 
in his government, end in bis army-a party 
which has been clamoring and intriguing 
since last summer, and more especially since 
the late autumn, for the dismiesal of Von 
Aehrenthal on account of his refusal to 
adopt @ provocative attitude towards Aus- 
tria’s southern ally. 

Indeed. Paliavicini’s assumption of the 
Girection of the foreign affairs of the dual 
monarchy may be construed as an assurance 
by Francis Joseph that there will be no 
change from Von Aehrenthal's policy, and 
that the count’s retirement does not mean 
any alteration of the course of Austria with 
regard to Italy.

Capt. Fritz Crowe of the royal navy 
was consul general at Lorenzo Marquez and 
Sir Arthur Crowe.was consul general at 
Havana. 

Marchioness John Pallavicini was born at 
Congleton, at the residence of her mother’s 
mother, Lady Reade, widow of Sir Thomas 
Reade, who was second in commend of the 
island of St. Helena during the latter por- 
tion of the captivity there of Napoleon. Asa 
young girl she was not particularly well off, 
and in 1879 was acting ag the companion of 
the wife of Ferdinand de Lesseps, creator 
of the Suez canal. 

There is a story to the effect that John 
Pallavicini. then a secretary of the Austrian 
embaesy in Paris, while riding in the Bols de 
Boulogne. was successful in stopping the run- 
away horses of the De Lesseps carriage, and, 
rescuing the fair occupants, who Included the 
young Englishwoman who shortly after- 
wards became his wife. 

By this union she became an Austrian 
subject, and as such amenable to me rules 
imposed upon Austrian women in connection 
with presentation at court. Not being able 
to ‘show the necessary nobility quarterings— 
that ie to say, exclusively noble ancestry on 
both sides of the house for several genera- 
tions—ehe has until now been excluded 
from the court circle at Vienna and even 
denied prerentation there, although helping 
her husband to represent the Austrian court 
abroad. Nor have any of her three grown- 
up sons, all of them officers of crack Hussar 
regiments, been able. owing to her ancestral 
diequalifications, to obtain that titular office 
of chamberlain to the emperor, which is the 
birthright, of nearly all of the men of the 
house of Pallavicini, and the masculine 
badge of entirely blue blooded lineage in 


Austria. 
The title of r borne by the Palla- 


vicinis, is the most ancient in the world. It 


belongs to all the male Fallavicinis of legit- 
imate ancestry. and there are contemporary 
documents bearing the dete of A. D. 900. 
dhowing that Pallevicinis were then fiour- 
ishing at the court of Emperor Otto Ill. as 
margraves and that their titles were even 
then considered very ancient indeed. 

The Pallavicinis actually assert that they 
are descended in the male line direct from 
e ty he ne aga who bore the

Germany against Pope Gregory IX. in the 
thirteenth century, and carved out for him-

There was a Marquis Horace Pallavicini, who 
was enormously wealthy and loaned large 
sums to Queen Elizabeth of England at the 
time of the Spanish Armada, which has never 
buen repaid to this day, dnd who was also 
of great financial assistance tot henry IV. 

prior to his accession to the throne of France. 

After the marquis’ death his widow married 
an.uncle of Oliver Cromwell. 

The Paliavicinis are today established 
partly in Italy, partly in Austria and Hun- 
gary, and partly in Bavaria. Margrave 
George Pallavicini, who officiated as best man 
at the wedding of Count Anton Sigray to Mias 
Harriet Daly of New York, eister of Mrs. 
James W. Gerard of that city, is a nephew 
of Austria's new foreign minister and suc- 
cessor of Count von n om 


The Ttallan branch. of the Pallavicinis, 
who bear the title of prince in addition to that 
of marquis, are in reality an offshoot of the 
patrician house of Rospigiiesi: It was 
founded by Giovanna Battista Rospigties!, 
who, towards the close of the seventeenth 
century. married Dona Marla Pallavicini, 
sole surviving member and heiress of the 
then Italian branch of the house of Palla- 
vicinil. He assumed, with the consent of the 
sovereign pontiff, his wife's name and arms 
in Meu of his own, being at the same time 
created Prince of Gallicane. 

The late King Humbert transformed this 
title of Prince Gallicane into that of Prince 
Pallavicini, in favor of the father of the 
present Prince Umberto Pallavicini. He is 
unmarried, 58 years old. makes his home in 
the famous Pallavicini palace at Rome. 
famed throughout the world in connection 
with the fresco entitled Aurora and its 
countless masterpieces of art and arch- 
Sology. 

He has an only brother, Don Giulio, a con- 
firmed bachelor of 42, and should they both 
die unmarried the Italian branch of the 
Pallavicinis will become extinct.

King Ferdinand of Bulgaria is sending his 
eléest son, Crown Prince Boris, to Paris. 
where. incognito, he Is to complete his edu- 
catioh at the worid famed University of 
Sorbonne, devoting especial attention to the 
study of law and literature. The young 
crown prince celebrated his eighteenth birth. 
day on Tuesday last, and incidentally at- 
tained his legal majority. so that were he 
to lose hig father he would at once ascend the 
throne and assume the reins of anne 
without any regency.

He is the only 
member of his family to belong to the na- 
tional! church of Bulgaria—that is to say. to 
the Greek rite—and is a godson of the present 
czar. 

His younger brother, Prince Cyril, and his 


two sisters, Princess Eudoxia and Princess 


Nadejda, remain, like his father, the king, 
Roman Catholics. while his stepmother, 
Queen Eleonore, is a devout Lutheran. 
Young Boris, in addition to being crown 
prince of Bulgaria, Prince of Tyrrnova. 
eolone! of regiments of Bulgarian infantry, 
cavalry, and artillery, and lieutenant of a 
Russian infantry regiment. is also duke 
“in Gaxeny, in Germany, as well as a 
prince of Coburg. all the legitimate members 


ot the sovereign house of Coburg, male and

As soon as this is discovered 
by the unscrupulous voters and venal elec- 
tion officers, it will throw Chicago in a panic 
on election day.

One frequently hears it said that the “ big 
end ot the automobile industry. finally will 
be that which is exclusively concerned with 
the production of models for commercial 
service. 

It is a pity to check the development of a 
sentiment so useful, but deliberately to avoid 
doing so could not fail to fix the impressfon 
that pleasure car manufacture was declin-: 
ing. i ‘ 

In reality the W of the latter has 
not yet been discovered. This is merely 
the moment in pleasure car use when social 
caprice determines: volume of ‘manufak- 
ture. The utilitarian period is yet to 
come. When it arrives the annua! produc- 
tion of family cars is likely to be so large as 

to dwarf the power wagon output, which 
necessarily must be limited by the strict needs 
of commerce. 

Here one naturally pauses to inquire what 
the full extent of the field for the industrial 
road motor may be. Already it has been 
stated that it is not confined to the accom- 
plishment of work now performed by draft 
animals in cities and towns. But how large 
ig the external service?

Theoretically it is world wide- wherever su- 
perior land transportation is required and 
railroads do not serve.

The motor road train, composed of a motor 
truck carrying load on its platform and 
several trailers following accurately in the 
path of the leading vehicle, will create a 

raffic which is now but dimly discerned. 

The useful function of the military motor 
wagon is so well defined that last year three 
European nations appropriated more than 
$1,000,000 for the sgubvention of such ma- 
chines, now employed in hauling merchan- 
dise, as may be required in times of dis- 
tress for the moving of munition supplies 
and field stores. The economy of military 
motors in purely pacfic transport service 
is equally well defined. more than fifty of 
them being employed at naval and other sta- 
tions throughout the country and in our 
insular possessions. _ 

The municipality of New York recently 
authorised the expenditure of 750,000 for 
the immediate installation of motor ériven 
_ fire vehicles. Six years ago the Vienna coun- 
cil sanctioned the outly of $178,000 for a 
like purpose, conservatively calculating to 
retire the investment within eleven years 
from the economy to be effected by replac- 
ing horses. In this country 301 cities and 
towns are already provided with a little 
more than $3,000,000 worth of motor fire ap- 
paratus, each piece virtually @ motor truck 
and worth from $3,500 to $10,000. . 

and public demand tor machines of 
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8 this class is now £0 ‘loud that It is extremely 
doubtful if m ten years there will be a 
single horse in fire service. Incidentally 
the economic performance of the motor fire 
vehicle furnishes one of the most brilliant 
studies to be found in the comparative ac- 
counting of, draft animals and motors. 

The enormous waste cf public money re- 
sulting from the employment of horses and 
humans in scav@nging and clearing roads 
and streets of natural impediments is most 
apparent to the student of motor ADEA 
transportation. 

It is about eight years since the first ex- 
periment in motor street eeavenging was un- 


| Gertaken, but ever at that relatively remote 


period it was conclusively demonstrated that 
when the machines are act:vely worked—and 
this condition is merely a matter of admin- 
istrative detail—a surprising economy can 
be effected. The eity of Liverpool was the 
scene of this interesting municipal! venture, 
and ever since a large fleet of mactines has 
been in operation there, tome drawing trall- 
ers, while others, having multipie uses, are 
operated part of the day as refuse haulers 
and at other periods as sprinkling wagons, 
the change in function being accomplished 
by providing the chassis with body and water 
tank equipment; 


Speed and Ares of Service. 

In this, as in nearly all other forms of mo- 
tor wagon ‘transportation. it is found that 
the superior speed of the machine and the 
large area of its service are the two pricipal 


+ factors by which its economy is developed. 


It is absolutely. certain that if Chicago's 
municipal executive were free to choose be- 
tween the employment of motors and horses 
for the quick clearance of streets after a 
heavy enowfal!l the taxpayers would be great- 
ly benefited by the selection of machines for 
such work, And as there is nothing novel 
in such an unde-taking it is a source of con- 
stant surprise to motor wagon transportation 
experts that a practice so clearly indicated 
is not already well under way. 


Haulage Between Towns. 

Interurban road haulage is a study which 
invites the closest attention of the most 
practical minds in the motor wagon industry. 
By interurban haulage is meant the distant 
carriage @f merchandise, both light and 
heavy, which is now transported as rail 
freight or rail express. 

It is not difficult for a motor wagon expert 
to picture the perfect development of road 
transport. between two such points as Chi- 
cago and Milwaukee. The distance, about 
ninety miles, is a night or day run for a 
motor wagon of three or four ton rating. or 
an eighteen hour journey for a motor truck 
pulling three or four three ton trailers at 
an average speed of about five miles an 
hour. There is a constant interchange of 
commodities between the two points. In the 
fair weather months the road is sound and 
good, although some of the bridges would re- 
quire’ strengthening. In winter the route 
could easily be kept open. 


Opportunity is Limitless, 

Wherever one turns there is indicated spe- 
cial service for the power wagon, and it is 
the development of these opportunities 
which is occasioning most concern today. 
Resistance to the introduction of the ma- 
chine into city service is growing more feeble 
every year and doubtless would soon be neg- 
ligible if the fixed investment in horse and 
wagon equipment could be more readily ab- 
sorbed. The world needs and is well aware 
of the economy of motor wagon transporta- 
tion, but finds it rather inconvenient to ex- 
change obsolete for modern equipment. 

There is nothing especially novel about 
the situation except this: Concerns which 
live out of the laber of horses are in grave 
danger of having their investment extin- 
guished before they can be persuaded to 
convert it. Firms which merely employ 
Graft animals as minor auxiliaries in the 
conduct of business have no need for being 
apprehensive on this score, although the 
proved economy of motors, espeeially where 
they are massed, shoyld at least suggest 
— t_ transportation — —— not — en- 
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One has much less hesitancy in predicting 
the eventual volume of motor wagon pro- 
duction than in assigning a period for the 
machine's complete ascendency in local 
freight transportation. The extent of the 
market can be conveniently expressed as 
the third of all horse draw: wagons in serv- 
icc plus the number of machines which will 
create their own traffic and the quantity re- 
quired to meet the needs of expanding com- 
merce. Seemingly this is a very foggy way 
of stating the matter, but it is more illum- 
inating than might be supposed. Certainly 
it is comprehensive. 

Government statistics inform us that the 
present output of horse drawn wagons is 
slightly more than 600,000 a year. If it is 
assumed that these vehicles have a useful 
life of ten years, then there must be approxi- 
mately 6,000,000 of them in use. Probably 
the number is not so large, as certain de- 
ductions must be made for exports. 

But granting that the estimate is toler- 
ably accurate it is at once evident that an 
immense market is ultimately available for 
motor wagons merely as substitutes for 
horse drawn vehicles. 

One Equals 3 Horse-Drawn Wagons. 

Just now it is conveniently assumed that 
one machine is equivalent to three horse- 
drawn wagons. Of course, this proportion 
is not constant in all conditioris of service. 
In many instances one mechanical unit is 
equal to four and sometimes five horse vehi- 
cles. while in other services it is no better 
than one and a halfortwo. But the average 
just given is not far out of the way at the 
present time. It will hardly be so great in 
the years to come when light load machines, 
whose economy on the whole is less than 
that of heavy duty models, gre more ex- 
tensively employed. 

Apparently, therefore, the number of motor 
wagons annually required to perform the 
minor freight service of the country at this 
period is approximately 200,000. With ex- 
isting facilities for production there is a 
comparatively small yearly output, prob- 
ably not in excess of 25,000 machines. Hence 
many years must intervene before the poten- 
tial annual demand can be satisfied. Fac- 
tories will be enlarged and equipped with 
additional machinery, many firms and much 
capital will be recruited for production, and 
the resources of parts makers must be more 
freely available than at present; and yet, 
with all these aids, the supply will for a 
long time to come be far short of what 
economists caiculate it should be. 

Not only must enough machines eventually 
be produced to take care of annua! require- 
ments—say a minimum of 200,000—but the 
constantly accumulating stack of horse wag- 
ons, now numbering 6,00U,000, which largely 
will be superseded by motors, makes it im- 
perative to contemplate a prodigious yearly 
output. 


Annual Output Next Decade. 

Ten or fifteen years from date, when the 
industry has become fairly well hardened, it 
is altogether likely that an annual pro- 
duction of 400,000 motor wagons will not be 
regarded as at all inordinate for the com- 
mercia! necessities of the time. 

Of a country whose population increases 
about 20 per cent every ten years. whose 
commercial expansion ismuch greater, whose 
system of highway and street building is as 
yet in its infancy. 

As yet the surface of this development 
has barely been scratched. In many large 
areas, teeming with population and in- 
dustrial activity, the motor wagon is but s 
mere name; its practical application is only 
remotely considered. When, as is inevitable, 
it is as universally applied as the horse 
wagon, and its peculiar traffic, not inherited, 
is better appreciated than now, ite numbers 
will probably be greatly in excess of any 
census which intelligent judgment could 
justify today. 

So it is plain that one need: not be per- 
turbed concerning which division of the auto- 
mobile industry is to be the bigger. Botb 
will be of great magni.ude. But there can

“In punishing children,” said Miss Roe, we 
should appeal to their honor, their sense of 
shame, Children have a higher sense of jus- 
tice than grown persons. 

“No punishment is good until we 
the child's sense of justice.”

mush if it is to be a favored dish.

To get the full benefit of the coolness of the 
milk each person should not only have his bowl 
of milk but another dish for his mush. From 
this he takes about enough for a mouthful, dips 
it in the milk and then eats it. If a quantity 
of mush is put into the milk it heats it up, but 
when only a nice spoonful is allowed to sink 
into the rich milk to be taken up with a spoon- 
ful of milk then indeed are you eating not mush, 


but mush and milk. By eating.it in this way 


the enjoyment is increased a hundred per cent 
or more. 


Mush and milk is made of yellow cornmeal, 


that is the true bona fide mush of tradition. 
Hoe cake which has been in the south what 
mush or hasty pudding has been to other sec- 
tions of the counfry, can be made of white’ meal, 
but mush never. 

— 


There is a rather interesting illustration in 
these two dishes of what a difference the treat- 
ment of certain ingredients makes. In making 
mush we drop the meal into the boiling water 
In making hoe cake we pour the boiling water 
into the meal, and cook it afterwards instead 
of simultaneously with the mixing. 

When the musi was made in a hanging pot it 
was allowed to cook for an hour after the stir- 
ring, either hung high in the chimney or set 
down on the coals where it would just simmer. 
It is more difficult to manage this matter now- 
adays, for mush cooked in a double boiler is 
certainly not the mush of the old iron kettle 
stirred with a mush stick—when enough meal 
had been added the stick would stand up straight 
in the mixture. Of course, it was covered close- 
ly and this cooking was a sort of steaming. It 
was then considered that its goodness and 
wholesomeness consisted in its being long and 
thoroughly boiled. A thin mush was nothing 
more than a gruel or not a mush at all. When 
eaten with sugar or molasses and butter the 
stiff? mush was put on the plate, a little well 
made in it, some butter put in that, and then 
the sweetness—usually molasses—added. 

* — 

Whether mush and hasty pudding are one and 
the same has excited controversy among quite 
distinguished people. As used they commonly 
mean one and the same thing but the hasty 
puddim was not originally made of Indian meal, 
and the pudding called that in‘our oldest Ameri- 
can cook books was one made exactly like mush, 
but with milk instead of water and a good lump 
of butter. This is more difficult to cook even 
than the mush, which burns on readily enough, 
and was used when cold fh exactly the same 
way.
